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“Youth foils 


drug store robbery

Quick thinking by a Wilmington 
youngster, resulted in the speedy 
arrest of a Malden man by 
Wilmington police officers on charges 
stemming from an armed robbery at 
the North Wilmington Pharmacy 
Monday afternoon. 

A 10-year-old Wilmington youth was 
on his way into the store to purchase 
some candy at approximately 3:45 
p.m. Monday when he was halted by a 
man who told him the store was clos- 
ed for inventory. The youth said he 
became suspicious when he saw the 
pharmacist jumping up and down 
behind the prescription counter. 

Frightened, he ran to alert a 
mailman who was working nearby. 
The mailman said he was able to 
enter the store, ascertained that 
something suspicious was going on 
and ran next door to call the police. 

Officers James Cuoco and Robert 
Shelley were first to arrive at the 
scene. Officer Cuoco entered the 
building as the suspect was leaving 
with a plastic bag in his hand. A scuf- 
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fle resulted and the suspect was sub- 
dued and taken into custody. 

Steven Mercurio, 27, of 26A Stearns 
Street in Malden was arraigned Tues- 
day in Woburn District Court and 
charged with armed robbery and theft 

. of a controlled substance. Bail was 
set at $10,000, surety bond, or $1,000 
cash. 

‘Two accomplices, one driving a 1973 
brown Chevrolet Impala, escaped 
capture 

Pharmacist Daniel Warren told 
police that the suspect entered the 
store brandishing a knife, instructed 
two female employees to lie down on 
the floor and forced him at knife point 
to furnish him with drugs. “Speed. 
Gimmee your speed. I want speed,” 
was how the pharmacist quoted the 
suspect. : 

“T thought,the girls had gotten out," 
said Warren. “I started making it for 
the door, and he started yelling 
‘Willie, Willie.’ He was bananas!" 

The suspect took several bottles, 
along with money, including some 
rolled coins. He scooped the loot into

a plastic trash bag, which was begin- 
ning to fall apart even as he tried to 
make his escape. Police later 
transferred the contents of the bag 
into a box. 

Three men were sitting in parked 
cars in the North Wilmington parking 
lot when the incident occurred. They 
said they saw two men “thumbing” on 
Middlesex Avenue. 

One of the observers said they 
watched the two men stopped to light 
cigarettes. The two then proceeded to 
the drug store, “zig-zagging, like they 
were stoned or drunk." 

Minutes later, the police arrived, 
“Just like Adam 12,"' the parking lot 
observer said. 

The store has been broken into three 
or four times in the past, an employee 
said, and on one occasion the 
proprietor, Harry Sandler, was held 
up at gunpoint. . 

Sandler was vacationing in Hawaii 
when Monday’s incident took place. 

Other officers involved in the arrest 
were Sgt. Donald Mercier and Officer 
Joseph Duffy. 
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Fugitives nabbed after

Four youths reported to be armed 
and dangerous were captured Tues- 
day night after leading police in six 
towns on a frenzied chase. 

One of the youths was apprehended 
at gunpoint on Wilton Drive in 
Wilmington by Detective Dan Ballou 
and Sergeant George Shepherd of the 
Wilmington Police Department and 
Billerica Police Lieutenant Emil 
Steele. Another was taken into 
custody by Officer Steve West of the 
Billerica Police on Cook Street, near 
Shawsheen Tech, after a four-hour 
manhunt in the vicinity of the old 
Wilmington airport. 

The incident began in Westford, 
where the four, two white and two 
black males, driving a Renault.Le 
Car, picked up a hitch-hiker. They are 
alleged to have showed him a pistol 
and told him they had escaped from 
the Youth Service Board in Roslin- 
dale. 

The hitch-hiker was let out of the 
car in Chelmsford where he promptly 
notified police. 

Chelmsford then called the Billerica 
Police Dept. to let them know the car 
was headed their way. 

‘At 4:45 p.m. the-Billerica police 
received another call informing them 
that a dirt-bike and a motorcycle had 
been taken at gunpoint by four 
juveniles on Alexander Road near 
Shawsheen Tech. 

When police arrived at the scene it 
developed that the youths’ car had 
become stuck in the sandpits across 
from the school. They allegedly fore- 
ed two youngsters to try to push the 
vehicle out and, when that failed, 
commandeered the two cycles and 
rode off into the woods. 

State police as well as police from 
Wilmington, Billerica, Tewksbury and 
Burlington cordoned off the area and 
took up the chase. 

Wilmington police officers drove up 
and down the adjacent streets war- 
iilng residents to stay indoors and, in 
the case of one resident of an isolated 
area near the cranberry bog, to 
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remove the distributor cap from his 
car to prevent its being stolen. 

Two Aldrich Road residents 
reported seeing a black male who 
fitted the suspect's description near 
their homes at approximately 7:30. 

An empty cottage on Aldrich Road 
was checked when it was discovered 
that the front door was open, but no 
‘one was inside. 

A Hopkins Street resident likewise 
reported that his barn door, which had 
been nailed closed, was now open. A 
search revealed nothing 

By 7:30 several spectators had 
gathered in a section of the old airport 
on Hopkins Street to watch the action. 

“We're all scared!"’ attested one in- 
dividual. He scanned the adjacent 


field as if looking for a suspect. He

Traffic supervisors air grievances 


Women traffic supervisors attended 
the Wilmington selectmen's meeting 
in force Monday night to discuss 
grievance procedures in general and a 
recent incident in particular.
